With school revenues close to an 


all-time peak the state boys urged 
expanded budgets for 
local 
dis- 


tricts, asserting the state 
would 


foot the bill. They so urged when, as 
long as a couple of years ago, they 
knew they were running on a marg- 
in of surplus funds — not actual 
tax collections. 


This manipulation didn't 
start 


under" Governor McMath. It start- 
e.'d under "Business Man" Ben La - 
ney, Governor. Lancy 
called

"stabilization" — swapping funds 
back and forth and spending 'cm, 
b\it not actually covering with col- 
lected taxes the full amount of the 
schools' budget.

Governor Sid McMuth's propros- 


al for,a special session to consider 
money bills to relievo the critical 
schools situation brought this com- 
ment from the legislators of Hemp- 
stead county: 


Senator F. C. Crow: I feel n. 


special session is too-late to help i 
the present school emergency. Ij 
would be in favor of a special meet- 
ing around July 1. to deal with the 
emergency which the schools face 
in the next two years. 


Rep. Thurston Hulsey: I will vote 


for a sales tax increase to lake care 
of this year's school emergency 


It's a serious judgment on the 


competence of slate school men 
to report that while reaching for 
the moon on an all-over-Arkansas 
grand educational plan-.they missed 
their guess so badly that scores "of 
school districes have had to close 
up their classrooms —.the .operation 
of which is. the schools' only reason 
for existence. 
. Everyone knows, of course, what 
the basic trouble with Arkansas 
schools is. Our teal and personal 
property, backbone of school funds, 
is assessed on a voluntary arid fu- 
tile system. This is at the local lev- 
el. Therefore most of the districts 
have to have extensive help from 
the state govenrmcnt. Mainstay of 
the state's school fund is the 2 per 
cent sales tax. This is not going to 
be;incrcascd,.regardless what some 
Of the school, politicians; say. Re- 
gardless wh.at tho legislature might 
do under pressure 'a,'.sales''tax In- 
crease would (
